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Emergency Work Up-to-date 


Here is a condensed survey of the ever-increasing calls that are coming 
to the Society in the kaleidoscopic times through which we are passing, 
caught as they appeared in the closing days of June

ITH accelerated pace every week now 

brings upon the Society new emergency re- 

sponsibilities. Almost a year ago the serv- 
ice to war prisoners and refugees began with sending 
$2,000 to the Commission for Chaplaincy Aid in 
Geneva. In August, shipments of Scriptures began— 
at first just a few to test out the route. Then larger 
and larger quantities followed. At first, French and 
English Gospels and Testaments were sent. “These 
languages still predominate because of the number 
of prisoners who speak them. But to them have been 
added Polish, Dutch, Russian, German, Yiddish, 
Czech, and Italian. During the past month of June 
a shipment of 1,750 Bibles and 5,000 Testaments was 
en route to Geneva for the British prisoners taken in 
Greece; a consignment of Malagasy Bibles and 
Testaments had been ordered for native troops from 
Madagascar interned in France; a Gospel was on 
the press for Greek prisoners of war in German 
camps; and Serbian Scriptures were being packed 
for mailing. So far there have been supplied by mail 
or by printing in Geneva 5,985 Bibles, 35,384 Testa- 
ments, 111,619 Gospels and Psalms. ‘These are dis- 
tributed by the Ecumenical Commission for Chap- 
laincy Aid through the German Evangelical Aid for 
Prisoners of War and the Y.M.C.A., and in Egypt 
and India. 

In September 1940 it began to be clear that there 
would be a great shortage of Scriptures among the 
French evangelical churches. Shipments began in 
October, for which great gratitude was expressed. 
The shipments of last month (June) amounted to 
1,050 Bibles, 5,500 New Testaments, and 7,000 
Gospels. The total shipped since last fall to France 
is 2,170 Bibles, 11,640 Testaments, and 22,700 Gos- 
pels. At the same time efforts are being made to 
subsidize the printing of Bibles and Testaments in 
Paris, Brussels, and Geneva—a matter of some dif- 
ficulty under present restrictions. 

The most rapid changes of recent weeks have 
been in the undertakings to aid the European Bible

Societies. he work of the Netherlands Bible So 
ciety in the Dutch East Indies was taken up by the 
American Bible Society in October. Efforts to aid 
the British and Foreign Bible Society's work in 
Poland were begun last July; and support of the 
Libreria delle Sacre Scritture in Rome was begu 
in October. But, at the meeting of the Board 0} 
Managers of the American Bible Society in June’ 
authorization was given for the Society to take ovel 
the British Society's work in Austria, in Czecho!

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New Areas of Opportunity

~ YOR the Christian church with its all-sufficient 
Christ, every need presents an opportunity. 
- At the opening of its one hundred and twenty- 
xth year the American Bible Society faces—in addi- 
on to its steadily expanding service which now 
kes it into over forty countries to distribute the 
cred volumes in almost two hundred tongues— 
ree new areas of service that must be fully entered 
ithout diminishing its ministries elsewhere. These 
ew opportunities are alike in that they are created 
7 the war. 
‘The first is the need in Europe. Hitherto, be- 
use of the sizable program of distribution in most 
the countries of Europe by the Bible Societies of 
ritain, Holland, and France, the American Bible 
yciety has done only a small amount of work in this 
other continent of all the Americas. Now, almost 
1 the doors are closed to the British except in 
ulgaria, Greece, and Turkey, as they are to the 
ottish, Dutch, and French Societies to do any work 
| Europe outside their own borders. The British 
id Dutch Societies, let it be said, are operating ex- 
nsively within their own borders, but the French 
ciety is very seriously handicapped in its own 
nd. All this presents a clear call to the American 
ible Society to do its utmost for France, Belgium, 
gland, Czechoslovakia, Spain, Finland, and other 
ar-stricken areas; for millions of homeless and dis- 
cated people; for prisoners of war and sufferers 
| the hospitals. Europe presents a new area of 
portunity. 
Imperiled supplies of Scriptures to thousands of 
1urches and missions all over the world is the 
cond opportunity. In Asia and Africa, in Latin 
merica and the islands of the seas are rising younger 
1urches with millions of members, and with vigor- 
1s missionary work of great importance. By far 
e greater number of them have received their sup- 
ies of needed Bibles, Testaments, and Gospels in 
indreds of languages from the British and Foreign 
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Bible Society. Many have been aided by the Na- 
tional Bible Society of Scotland. A considerable 
part of the supply of the Netherlands Indies has 
come from the Netherlands Bible Society. These 
supplies are either cut off, diminished or are about 
to be curtailed. The noble sacrifices of the churches 
of Britain and the Dominions and of Holland have 
been superb. But, week by week, reports come of 
languages or areas in which the Scriptures are unob- 
tainable. To fill every gap in supply, to make cer- 
tain that no church, no mission anywhere is without 
the indispensable Book, is the American Bible So- 
ciety’s second great opportunity. 

The third new call is an old one recently renewed. 
It comes from the homeland. A year ago the United 
States had about half a million men under arms. 
Today there are over 1,500,000. Soon, we are told, 
there will be 5,000,000. Foremost among the time- 
tested agencies for the moral and spiritual culture 
of the American soldier stands the Bible. America’s 
great army, navy, and air force, soon doubtless to be 
the greatest our nation ever mobilized, must be sup- 
plied with the Scriptures through the chaplains on 
a voluntary basis. The Society has had a century of 
experience in doing this in time of war. It is eager 
to do it again to an extent exceeding any former serv- 
ice. Others are helping, but already the American 
Bible Society has become the principal channel for 
the supply of Testaments for service men. ‘The call 
is clear. 

Here then are three great new areas of oppor- 
tunity. They reach around a world that is hungry 
for God’s Word. American people who know and 
love that Word are in a peculiar position just now, 
through their Bible Society, to see that the Word is 
distributed. Everyone of the over 60,000 individual 
supporters of the American Bible Society will want 
to send his supplemental gift at once marked for the 
War Emergency Fund, that these three new areas of 
responsibility may be triumphantly entered.

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The Society's 125th Annual Meeting 


N addressing the Society’s 125th Annual Meeting, 
held in the Board of Estimate Room of the 
New York City Hall, Mayor LaGuardia assumed 

the role of the prophet for a moment when he said, 
“I am quite sure that, one hundred and twenty-five 
years from now, our successors will meet, in all likeli- 
hood in this room,—because this building is well 
constructed,—and I am quite sure that the Bible will 
still be the inspiration and the hope of mankind.” 

Mr. LaGuardia’s reference to the place of meet- 
ing reflected the fact that it was in this same room, 
then the city’s Council Chamber, that the organiza- 
tion of the Society was ratified by a large public 
gathering on May 13, 1816. 

The opening moments of the 125th Annual Meet- 
ing, which convened at 4 o’clock on Thursday, May 
8, were broadcast over New York City’s Municipal 
Station WNYC. ‘The session was called to order by 
Mr. Newbold Morris, president of the City Council 
of New York, who bore eloquent testimony to the 
place of the Bible in our nation’s life, and sounded 
a note of solemn warning when he said “the very 
strength of Christianity and the very strength of 
democracy are both beset by the same enemies. The 
weakening influence that creeps into the Christian 
religion is complacency on the part of those who 
don’t care, and cynicism on the part of those who, 
having been frustrated, have lost faith. So also 
with democratic government. It is weakened 
through complacency, people who take government 
for granted, men and women who have accepted its 
benefits, but who have forgotten to nourish it. 

Mr. Morris introduced President Manson, who, 
in turn, called upon General Secretary North to

In speaking of the war 
risoners of Europe, Dr. Keller said: 


My dear friends, will you believe me, these hundreds 
1d thousands of prisoners have no books. We are just 
ying to get them in. Those who have Bibles are deeply 
ankful, especially when it is perhaps the first time they 
ive read a Bible. 

France has forty million inhabitants. The Roman 
atholic Church does not claim more than nine or ten 
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millions. The French Protestant churches do not claim 
more than one million. Where are the other thirty mil- 
lions of French people found, who have no attachment to 
the church or to the Bible, or to Our Lord Jesus Christ? 

Well, some of them, who are ill today in these prison 
camps, are learning to read and to know the Bible, as 
during the last war that Ukrainian farmer Kwasniuk 
from the Polish Ukraine did, who for the first time in his 
life learned to read and to love the Bible when he was a 
prisoner in a German prison camp—a soldiers’ camp. 
He brought it back to his country and to eastern and to 
southern Poland, and he formed a Bible-study group with 
his family; and out of that Bible-study group grew a 
little evangelical church. I saw it growing. I never saw 
a church grow, so to speak, so directly out of the Bible 
as that little evangelical Ukraine church. 


One colorful feature of the meeting was the pres- 
ence of Vice President William Jay Schieffelin, who 
attended in the costume of his noted ancestor, John 
Jay, who was the first Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court and the second President of 
the American Bible Society. 

At the close of the meeting some of those present 
were detained by an enterprising photographer on 
the steps of the City Hall, with the accompanying 
picture as the result. 

The day was signalized across the nation by special 
broadcasts on the networks of the National Broad- 
casting Company and the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, and by more than one hundred local broad- 
casts in various sections of the country. 

At 6:30 o'clock, the Board of Managers, the of- 
ficers, members of the Bible House staff, with repre- 
sentatives of church bodies and missionary organiza- 
tions met for dinner in the Commodore Hotel, where 
Secretary Cropp presided, and the following re- 
sponded informally to the theme “The Place of the 
Bible in the Strategy of the Christian Enterprise 
Today”: 

Dr. C. S. Detweiler—““The Bible in the Building 
of New Church Groups.” 

Secretary F. C. Stifler—““The Strategic Use of the 
Bible in the Local Church.”

China Cries Out for the Bible 


OSSIBLY never in the history of modern mis- 

sions has so great an opportunity presented 

itself to the Christian church as in China today. 
The most populous nation on earth, out of a tragedy, 
—for the extent of its frightfulness is unmatched in 
all recorded history,—is eagerly turning to the gospel 
of Christ and finding victory there. ‘To be sure, it is 
only a tiny fraction of China’s people who have dis- 
covered Christ, but that fraction includes so many 
persons of influence in the nation’s life and so many 
students who are being trained for the leadership of 
the New China, that it far transcends its mere mathe- 
matical significance. 

The demand for the Bible in China is simply 
enormous. Distributors frequently speak of tons 
of Bibles. Under date of March 17, Secretary Hud- 
speth of the China Bible House writes: 


It may interest you to know that within the last few 
days we have shipped five and a half tons of Scriptures 
to Rangoon, whence, we trust, they will find their way 
to Yunnan and other west China provinces. During this 
same period of time we have sent by post five tons of 
Scriptures to a point from which we hope they will find 
their way into the northwest.

The motto of the Society and of the Christian 
Literature Societies in China during these years of 
warfare is “Christian Literature Must Go Through.” 
By truck and train, by steamship and post, on coolie 
back or in personal baggage,—any way, every way, 
—constant streams of Bibles are pouring into all 
parts of China despite bombed railroads, torn up 
bridges, and destroyed highways. If one way is 
blocked, then another must be found. Cost in 
money, time, and effort must not be counted. The 
heroism and daring of Morrison and his associates 
secreted behind closed doors translating the Bible 
under threat of death, are in these present times 
shown by those who endure perils by land and sea 
and air, that Christian literature may reach the 
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Christian front. And, when the blessed volumes 
rive at their destination, there is an eagerness te 
have them that constitutes one of the brightest spo 
in our dark world’s life in 1941. 

Mr. T. H. Lin, the Society's agent, who has serve 
heroically at Chungking through months an 
months of bombing, wrote Secretary North 0 
January 15, this year: | 

It is a big thing in my life to have gone through all 
these hard trials and difficulties. 

Yet, in the midst of these terrors and of disappoint 
ments, our hearts have been gladdened because of th: 
desire of many to have the Word of God. In the time 
difficulties, there are two places for people to seek—one ii 
the dugout, and the other is the Bible House, wher 
Scriptures can be bought. The demand for Scriptures 
present is very great. Though our Shanghai offices ar 
trying all they can to send us books, the supply in thi 
region is inadequate. Numbers of those who wish to hav 
books are from the various high schools and universities 
officials, policemen, soldiers and aviators, as well as man) 
of our own brothers and sisters. 


In a later message Mr. Lin writes: 


Before an air-raid warning one morning I was happ’ 
that one hundred packages of Bibles had been sent off t 
the post office. From 10:30 that morning until 3 p.m. th 
next day I spent in the dugout. For six successive days 
bombs dropped about us. Our building was damaged) 
The show windows were completely ruined. Three time: 
my coolie and I repaired our damaged roof. All th 
water had to be carried for some distance, and candle: 
cost one dollar each. But we stuck to our posts, for th 
demand for Bibles ever increased. One letter brought < 
check for $28 and requested ten Bibles immediately 
After one raid a man came in the evening to get fifty 
copies. A student called for ten Testaments in English 
A Chinese business man came to see if the raid had ruine 
the Bibles, and bought one hundred copies for his friends 
After the heaviest bombing of all a Chinese gentlema 
called and ordered $500 worth of Bibles. Another placec 
an order for $100. Some of the stock was sent to the hill 
for safety. So you see, with us it is business as usual 
We are closing our day with a cheerful heart. 


The following additional testimony is taken from 
a letter recently received from Rev. Myron E, Terry 
of west China, which sounds a note of somber warn: 
ing: 

Mr. Lautenschlager’s work in student evangelism ha: 
resulted in hundreds of students wanting the Bible, sc 
that they may study it. They have to be refused, as there 
simply are no Bibles to sell them. The missionaries feat 
that, if this interest is not met soon, they will turn tc 
communist literature or something else, as their mind: 
are open and hungry. 

An army officer asked Mr. Moore in Hanchung for 4 
Bible. ‘The latter replied that he had none to sell. The 
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icer, thinking he wanted more money, began to offer 
creasing sums. Mr. Moore explained to him that he 
d just this one copy on his desk; that he was teaching 
Bible school, and simply could not carry on his work 
he sold it. Then the officer said, ‘““Tonight, when you 
2 through using it, I will send my man to borrow it, 
d I will sit up all night and read it and return it to 
u by eight o’clock tomorrow morning.’ And he did 
up all night with it. 

Some of the expressions of gratitude that have come to 
2 for this plan to bring in books are almost pathetic— 
ch as, “If you succeed in this, you'll be the savior of 
e Northwest.” One man said, “We heard from the 
ble Society that you might come this way, but we didn’t 
ke much notice. We thought that, if you did come, you 
ould make an investigation and make a report on con- 
tions, and then go on. We never supposed you would 
tually bring us Bibles!” 

In recent months there have been coming from 
e presses in Shanghai thousands of copies of a 
sautiful new Bible and a New Testament, both 
uch smaller than anything hitherto published, yet 


with very clear type. ‘The very size of these volumes 
helps to solve the baffling problem of transportation 
as well as reducing the cost. 

Who can doubt that “today is the accepted time” 
in China. Gifts for missions designated for the 
supply and distribution of Scriptures in China will 
pay the largest spiritual dividends of any missionary 
gifts made just now. ‘The Chinese themselves sense 
this. Secretary Hudspeth, in his letter referred to 
earlier, says: 


You may also be interested to know that last week we 
had a ’phone message from one of the banks here, saying 
that His Excellency had wired from Chungking saying 
that he wished to subscribe $2,000 to the China Bible 
House,—and would I call and receive this donation? 
Naturally, on the morrow I was very happy to call and 
bring away a cheque for so generous a sum. 

If China, in her lengthening tragedy that drains the 
resources of her life beyond comprehension, can respond 
like this, how much more generously should we out of our 
abundance see that this great opportunity is seized to the 
full.

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tially is nothing less than making sure that hundreds 
and hundreds of thousands—ay, millions—of people 
shall have the Bible; making sure that it is nowhere 
and for no man “blacked out.” 

Nor does the war present emergencies only in 
foreign lands. ‘The Society is conscious also of its 
special responsibility to the enlisted men who are 
moving in increasing numbers into the camps here 
at home. Following the practice of earlier times of 
mobilization, the Society has laid its plans to pro- 
vide, through the chaplains, copies of the Scriptures 
for every man in our Army, Navy and Air Force who 
wants one. Already 2,731 Bibles, 147,045 Testa- 
ments, and 100,852 Portions have been distributed, 
and a further 250,000 Testaments are being printed. 
During the first World War the Society furnished 
2,231,831 Testaments to enlisted men, and must be 
prepared to render commensurate service this time. 

All of these constant, varied, and insistent de- 
mands are claims upon resources which are outside 
the Society’s regular budget. To meet them, the 
Board of Managers has authorized a call for the 
modest sum of $165,000 as a War Emergency Fund, 
supplanting the sum of $150,000 set for last year. 
This amount will meet only such needs as the offi- 
cers can at the moment forecast for the next twelve 
months. But, who can forecast in such days? If the 
war continues, the need will increase. As the war 
spreads, calls will come from other points. The 
American Bible Society stands ready to meet as 
many of these calls as its skill and resources can 
match, and looks to Bible-loving Americans to make 
the resources adequate. 
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The Chaplain Is There

HAVE just read twenty-one short articles written 

within the last few months by chaplains of the 

United States Army on the general subject of how 
they use the Bible in their work. What reassuring 
reading it was! One of our story magazines with 
millions of regular devotees ought to popularize this 
subject. It would sweep through the suffocating 
tenseness of the serious American mind of 1941 like 
a fragrant spring breeze. 


A chaplain is a noncombatant,—writes one of the men. 
He possesses no lethal weapons. Yet he is armed with 
the “sword of the Spirit, which is the Word of God,” 
commonly accepted as the Holy Bible, than which there 
is no more powerful armament. Safe, happy, and potent 
is the chaplain who does not neglect his sword. ‘The 
chaplain will personally use his Bible in study and de- 
votion. This will undergird his official and public use 
of it. By a kind of overflow of interest, others will be 
led to its use. 


What is going on in the Army camps when men 
are not on duty? ‘This is chiefly what concerns 
mothers and wives and sweethearts whose sons and 
lovers have gone to camp. The answer includes the 
assurance that not by any means the least of the in- 
fluences that bear upon the men’s free time is that 
of God’s Word administered by the chaplain. 

The Bible is a popular book in the camp. This 
has always been true, and there is no reason to be- 
lieve it will be different in the present mobiliza- 
tion. The American Bible Society distributed hun- 
dreds of thousands of Bibles, ‘Testaments and Gos- 
pels to the Northern and Southern soldiers in 1861- 
65. During the World War in one year the Society 
issued through the chaplains 2,231,831 Bibles, ‘Testa- 
ments, and Portions in khaki and in blue. ‘These 
were never given out promiscuously, but only to men 
who expressed a desire to possess them. Again the 
Society has prepared an edition of the New ‘Testa- 
ment in special bindings for the Army, the Navy, 
and the Air arms of both services with appropriate 
colors and insignia. And again the calls for them 
are coming from every quarter. 

There is a serious undertone in the thought life 
of the soldier. He is looking for guidance. Here 
lies the chaplain’s opportunity, and in the Scriptures 
lies the chaplain’s power. 

Most American soldiers know something about 
the Bible. It has associations with the home and 
the church. Some may have forgotten almost every- 
thing they ever learned from it, but they regard it 
with respect, if not reverence. In camp they are 
ready to take it up again. A chaplain writes: 
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A young American officer reads his New Testament 


I carry a surplus New Testament in my pocket, and 2 
further supply in my brief case. This soon becomes 4 
matter of common knowledge. Requests for Testament: 
are made with surprising frequency as I make my hospital 
guardhouse, dayroom, and other visitations. I have very 
seldom indeed made a promiscuous distribution of the 
Scriptures. Asa rule, I ask why the copy is desired. Thi: 
frequently gives an opportunity to be of assistance and tc 
direct the method of reading; also to suggest a visit to m) 
office to discuss further whether or not the purpose back 
of the request had been attained. 


The American Bible Society makes its specia 
contribution to the defense program adopted by out 
government through its cooperation with the chap 
lains. Its policy is to supply the books without 
charge, leaving to the discretion of the chaplains the 
matter of their sale or free distribution. The So 
ciety makes the provision, however, where the book: 
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fe sold, that the proceeds be added to the chap- 
in’s fund and used for further Scripture supplies. 
he Society also offers without expense, in reason- 
ple quantities, leaflets for the chaplain’s use de- 
xned to encourage the reading of the Scriptures. 
ne of these is called “My Reading Record,” which

Chaplain T. W. Barron, First Medical Regiment, 
Fort Ord, California, recently wrote to Secretary 
Cropp as follows: 


Enclosed please find a cashier’s check for $14.80. 

I would like to tell you how and why I am sending this. 
On Bible Sunday I mentioned to the 300 men who were 
in the Protestant service that the New Testaments that 
I so freely gave away, cost someone some money. I said 
what a swell thing it would be if any one of them would 
give a few cents to help another regiment out in being 
supplied with New Testaments. After the service about 
five dollars came in, then after pay day the rest came in. 
One of the new selectees came to me, and said, “Chaplain 
Barron, I didn’t go to town Friday night, and I want to 
give you what I would have spent—$2.50! 

Gentlemen, tears came to my eyes. Other fellows have 
stopped me in the area and given me from five cents to 
one dollar. Personally, I think it is one of the finest 
things that have ever come my way—on $21 a month to 
give a part of it that way. 

I'd be grateful if you would tell us whether or not 
any other regiment ever has done what this one has. I 
told the men that I thought, whether or not another 
regiment has contributed to this very fine and worthy 
cause, at least we would do so, to help some other soldier 
have a New Testament. 

I want to tell you that we used to good advantage the 
last g00 New Testaments you sent to us. We still have a 
few on hand. 


“T like to read what God says” 


From a C.C.C. chaplain in Kentucky comes the 
following report: 


The other night in one of my camps an enrollee came 
to me, and said: 

“Chaplain, do you remember giving me a New Testa- 
ment just before Christmas? Well, I have read it through 
twice, and have started to read it through again. I like 
to read what God says.” 

Other men tell a similar story. ‘Therefore I desire 
to report that I have only ten copies left at this date. 
Last night an enrollee came to me, and said: “Chaplain, 
every time you offered a New Testament to the enrollees 
all the copies were handed out by the time I reached for

Chaplain Herbert T. Wilson, at Charleston Sec- 
tor, C.C.C. Camp S-76, Charleston, West Virginia, 
writes: 


The other day, I had an interesting experience, which 
I feel you may appreciate. I was giving the last of my 
supply of New Testaments out. One enrollee came 
up to me, and asked if he might have another New Testa- 
ment. I knew that he had not received a copy during this 
visit, and therefore I asked him what he meant by “‘an- 
other one.”” He informed me that I had given him a 
copy some three months previous, but that it had been 
stolen from him. ‘To make a long story short, here is what 
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happened. He carried the New Testament with him. 
During one of his visits home, a brother took it, without 
his knowing. The brother read the New Testament all 
the way through, and then attended church and gave his 
heart to the Lord. Naturally, I told the enrollee tha tem 
a stolen New Testament could produce such results all 
the time, I would wish that all I gave out would become 
stolen. I gave him another copy of the New Testament.

Prisoners of War and Refugees 


refugee life in Europe is measured by the 
gracious light streaming from the Bible in the 
hands of these unfortunate people. 

Since the beginning of its service about a year 
ago the Society has supplied up to June 1, to prison- 
ers of war and refugees, 4,235 Bibles, 28,384 Testa- 
ments, and go,619 Gospels in English, French, Ital- 
ian, Dutch, Polish, Russian, Czech, Hebrew, Yiddish, 
and Finnish. There have also been sent to Egypt 
and India for Italian prisoners 2,200 Testaments and 
28,000 Gospels; and to Canada for German prisoners 
2,000 Gospels. 

Many grateful letters have been forwarded by the 
Ecumenical Commission for Chaplaincy Aid to War 
Prisoners in Geneva and other service groups. Our 
space permits quotations from only a few. 

From a prison camp of French officers: ‘‘Lively 
thanks for the important shipment of Bibles, New 
Testaments, etc., made by the Ecumenical Com- 
mission. Precious aid on your part. Our commu- 
nity numbers about 200 members, among them a 
young pastor and two students of theology. In many 
there is a real need of thinking out their faith, and 
of becoming better acquainted with the principles 
and the history of Protestantism. The first Sunday 
of each month, celebration of the Lord’s Supper, 
which almost all attend. ‘This internment is going 


H'= great is the darkness of prison camp and 
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Give Thanks 


to prove for many among us a school in which to 
learn seriousness, patience, and trust in God’s care,” 

From a Greek prisoner in Italy: “In the difficult 
moments of life I have always drawn from the read- 
ing of the Holy Scriptures the patience and the 
courage necessary to sustain the contest. ‘Today I 
am a prisoner of war in Italy, and this reading would’ 
be a great comfort to me.” 

From a large camp with English prisoners: ‘“The 
need for religious literature in this camp is enor- 
mous. ‘The seventeen parcels you sent have already 
been distributed. ‘There are g,ooo Englishmen here, 
and I could make good use of any books you are able 
to send. I hardly like to ask for 2,000 New Testa- 
ments, as well as any number of prayer books and 
Bibles and hymn books you can provide.” 

From another British soldiers’ camp: “I would 
like to thank you very much indeed for the splendid 
response you have made to our appeal for New Testa- 
ments, Bibles, etc., for this camp. I have personally 
distributed a good many, and the men appreciate 
them enormously.” 

From a camp of British officers: ‘‘We appreciate 
fully the difficulties you must be meeting these days 


_ to obtain copies of the Bibles and Christian litera- 


ture in English; thus we are grateful for what you 
have done. The Bibles have been distributed; I 
might almost say before they came into my hands!

From a refugee widow of a university professor: 
‘ou have shown concern through the recent months 
wing the hardest time of my life, and have been 
wonderfully generous toward me, that I must ex- 
ess to you again my heartiest thanks for the slip- 
rs, the Bible—my faithful daily friend and com- 
rter; and inform you that, by God’s gracious 
‘otection and help, I have been now more than 
ree weeks in the best camp in France.”

“I would be amiss to omit from this issue of the 
Bible Society Record a report of the Annual 
- Meeting of the British and Foreign Bible Society 
hich reads like a pean of triumph as reprinted in 
The Record,” England’s oldest church paper, in the 
sue of May 16. It was the Society’s 137th annual 
ieeting, which convened on May 7, the day before 
1e American Bible Society's 125th. The Right 
lonorable Ernest Brown, M.P., Minister for Health, 
resided. We can do no better here than to quote 
‘om the reports and addresses of this truly remark- 
ble gathering. 
In his brief summary of the Society’s annual re- 
ort, Secretary John R. Temple said in part: 


There are many at home and abroad who will rejoice 
» know that the London Bible House, though wounded 
id scarred by blast and fire bombs, still stands, and that 
iroughout the year ceaseless work has been carried on 
ith courage and cheerfulness. We have lost some hours 
| getting to and from the office, and at sea we have lost 
me of our cases of precious merchandise; but, in the 
ce of all difficulties, there has been a circulation of over 
even million copies of Holy Scriptures—Bibles, New 
estaments, and Portions. 

For the men of all ranks in the Navy, the Army, and the 
ir Force, and for those in the hospitals and prison camps, 
e have sought to make the precious Book available, and 
e have issued, in special editions, over 1,250,000 copies. 
Je know that it is not enough—so much to do, so little 
mne!—and, in the coming months, the Committee will 
are no effort to meet all the demands that are made 
pon us. Almost every day we receive encouraging letters 
stifying to the importance and value of these Scriptures. 
Je have endeavored also to meet the needs of our brave 
lies—the Poles, the Czechs, the Dutch, and others—who 
e fighting side by side with our men. 

In the total of 11,000,000 copies, Over 1,217,000 have 
een circulated on the Continent. Some doors, as you 
ill well understand, have been closed to us, but I venture 
) say that if the work had not been interrupted and if 
inds had been available, because of the great need of 
1d demand for God’s Word on the Continent the Bible 
yciety would have reported for the year 1940 the big- 
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From a refugee camp congregation: “. .. For 
this reason we should like to make use of your kind 
offer, and to beg you to send to us some Bibles in 
editions, if possible, which could be easily packed 
in the knapsack. Perhaps we have again to march 
day after day.” 

From the same camp, on another occasion, by a 
man formerly a communist: “. .. Of bread I will 
say nothing. Also nothing of money. But of Bibles 
we still have need.”

gest circulation in the long history of its work there. 

In China the circulation was 2,427,000, a considerable 
increase over last year, but the demand has been far 
greater than the supply. Our colleagues left no stone 
unturned, no ingenuity unpractised, in order to secure 
paper and printing facilities, and to overcome transport 
difficulties, but all the time with a breaking heart, because 
they knew the demand was so great that they could not 
satisfy it. 

It is my privilege on behalf of the Committee to voice 
our deep gratitude to the American Bible Society for 
their whole-hearted readiness in carrying on our work in 
enemy and enemy-occupied countries on the Continent, 
and also in the Netherlands Indies. 

We face to-day, as our fathers and founders of the 
Society faced, the possibility of invasion by a ruthless 
enemy. At that time, 137 years ago, the chaplain to the 
Bishop of London was rather hesitant about the Society, 
he was not sure about it. Later, however, he became not 
only a whole-hearted supporter, but one of its greatest 
leaders. When asked the reason for the conversion, he 
said that he had experienced the wrangling of Christians 
and their unhappy divisions, their failure to make a 
common front against a common foe, but that in the

Bible Society he found, to quote his own words, “some- 
thing like the return of those auspicious days when the 
multitude of them that believed were of ‘one heart and 
one soul,’ and when, as a consequence, ‘the Word of God 
mightily grew and prevailed.’”” We rejoice that the Bible 
Society remains, as it has been through its long history, 
the rallying ground for united action against a common 
foe. Because so many Christians, belonging as they do 
to different branches of the church, are united in this 
work, the Word of God still grows mightily and prevails. 
The future is dark and unknown; we face it unafraid. 
We go into the darkness putting one hand into the 
hand of God, knowing that it is better than light and 
safer than a known way, and with the other hand, out- 
stretched and full, we offer the healing Book in the 
mother tongue to all the peoples whom we can reach. 


Afternoon Tea 


HE English custom of serving afternoon tea in 

business houses has been followed for years in 
the Bible House in London. Now that tea and 
many of those things that go with it are rationed in 
England, the staff at the New York Bible House 
have purchased and sent to their friends in London 
for their daily refreshment a twelve-pound package 


containing, not only tea, but sugar, jam, powdered 
milk, and other ingredients for the customary daily 


refreshment. ‘This is little enough for fortunate 
American cousins to do when one recalls the hazard 
which attends the life of the London Bible House 
staff, who must risk their lives daily as they go back 
and forth to their tasks, and must do their work in 
the gloom of boarded windows and under the strain 
of long-continued days of siege. 


We have room to quote here from only one other 
of the addresses of the occasion, that of Major 
Mietes, chaplain to the Royal Netherlands Forces. 
In his opening remarks he said:— 


I intend to tell you only of actual facts, of things that 
have happened to me and that I have seen. 

It was a Friday morning at four o’clock when a number 
of cold-blooded murderers started bombing our cities and 
our villages. Suddenly there came terrific explosions, and 
out of the wreckage arose a cry for help that no one who 
heard it will ever forget as long as he lives. In a few days 
our country was in flames, and multitudes were on the 
move, running away to a free country. These people on 
the roads—refugees, they called them—could not think any 
more: for their eyes were still full of the horrible vision 
of their wrecked and burning homes, and of their loved 
ones killed or wounded, of their cities razed from the 
earth; and on their way to a free country they saw walls 
blackened by smoke and the bodies of people who had 
been killed—an endless ghastly vision of destruction. 
Many-—let me be honest: I was among them—could no 
longer see God's face, because our eyes were blinded with 
tears. We could not hear His voice any more, because 
our ears were filled with the sound of explosions and of 
destruction, and with the cries of the wounded. 
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One day—a very bitter day for my own family—I go 
back to Bible reading. I cannot tell you what happened 
but peace came back to my heart. I felt that God was s 
near that nothing could separate me from him. I startea 
working among these hard-fighting heroes, these muchj 
suffering men. One of their main problems was the 
memory of home, the longing for their lost ones, for thei 
wives and children and their garden with its flowers anc 
their house. It was then that I made the discovery thai 
the Bible brings back the memory and the vision of home 
Among these men there would come a silence, a stillness 
as in the very presence of God. 

Let me give you one example—a boy eighteen years old 
He was badly wounded, and the gates of life were closin 
for him with tremendous pain. Out of his lonelines 
came the faces of his loved ones, and he was longing t 
hear their voices and to see their faces when he died. 
When I visited him, I read to him Psalm 23. That day he 
had just had his sixth injection of morphia. While I wa 
reading, I did not watch his face; but when I had finished, 
I saw that all the pain had gone, that all that expressio 
of suffering had faded away, and he said, “Oh, please, Sir, 
read it again! While you were reading it, mother wai 
sitting in the other corner of the room, and she smiled a 
me. Please read it again!” 

My conclusion is this. We shall win this war. Of course 
we shall win it! We shall give our children a decen 
chance in this world. To win it, we are prepared to giv 
our last drop of blood, to give everything that God ha 
given us in this world. But, though we win the war, w 
shall lose the world if we do not bring back to the huma 
heart the knowledge that one day all darkness shall fad 
away in the light of an eternal morning of brotherho 
and sisterhood. We shall lose if we do not succeed in 
bringing to every human creature the Word of God, th 
message of a Personal Redeemer, of the forgiveness of 
sins. We shall lose if we do not find the human sou 
turning back to its only hope—God. Members of th 
staff of the British and Foreign Bible Society, you wh 
work in your offices and elsewhere, sometimes your wor 
may seem dull to you; sometimes the vision of the real 
worth of your work may fade away a little; but do no 
forget that our only hope is to get people to read th 
Bible—the way that leads to God. And you who help 
this work with your money, make it possible for this t 
be done! Do all that is possible to extend this work! 
Every one of our men needs the Bible; every one of our 
men needs the message of God. Therefore let us work! 
unceasingly until the morning comes and the shadows 
fly away; until God shall wipe away all tears, and we shall 
see him as he is. 


England has done more than any nation on earth 
to give mankind the Bible. In the hour of her ex- 
tremity we must uphold her in this her greatest 
service to the world. The American Bible Society 
stands by the side of her sister Society, ready to do 
for her all that is possible. Record readers, by 
their response to our appeal for war emergency 
funds may thus directly enlarge the possibility.

This order therefore for 1,000,000 copies 
of the gospel for the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety represents a tremendous increase in their work, 
in addition to the increase expected by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in its work. The British believe 
it will take two and one half years to distribute these 
1,000,000 Gospels. ‘Truly, London is carrying on 


with courage and with faith in these difficult times. 
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The Bible Still Loved 
in Europe 


Pe annual report of the Prus- 
sian Bible Society, recently re- 
ived at the Bible House, reveals 
lat, in 1940, this society with 
eadquarters in Berlin distributed 
39,013 volumes as against 127,- 
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234 in 1938. No report has been 
received for 1939. 
* * * 

In the year 1940, 80,317 copies 
of the Bible were circulated in the 
area of the Protectorate of 
Moravia, Bohemia, and Slovakia. 
This was only 128 copies less than 
in 1939, but 29,442 copies more 
than in 1938—a year which itself 
was a good one compared with the 
previous years.

Our mixed Sunday school of Chey- 
enne Indians and white people de- 
cided yesterday to turn the money in 
our birthday bank at the close of the 
year over to you. 

We called attention to the wonder- 
ful help you were to our mission field 
when you took the printed Cheyenne 
New Testament, reduced the size of 
the type, and gave us all the bound 
copies we can use. We are amazed at 
such service, and ashamed that our 
Mennonite people have contributed 
so little toward your very worthy 
cause, especially in these days of stress. 

It may interest you to know that 
eight members of our congregation 
read the entire Book of Luke’s Gospel 
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in Cheyenne before Christmas. One 
woman, laid up at the hospital while 
her leg was in a cast, read all of Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke, and John in Chey- 
enne, and was beginning with the 
Acts. 

P.S. JI was at the hospital, and the 
lady mentioned above tells me she has 
read on in her Cheyenne Testament, 
and is now on the sixth chapter of 
Revelation. 


May Meeting of the Board 


HE first stated meeting of the 

Board of Managers of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in its one hundred 
and twenty-sixth year was held at the
